The welfare responsibilities

school are having increased recognition 
and assuming a. very great Importance 
in the development of all school syb- 
tcms. The state has a system of physi- 
cal inspection of 
school 
children 
in 


every town and city, and requires that 
this he, done at the hands of a prac- 
ticing physician, hut it would be a rev- 
elation to us If we could be Informed 
of the amount that our eehool commit- 
tees have been willing to pay for such 
an Important service, and H Is no small 
womicr that In many towns and cities 
inspectors give little time and teachers 
and parents little thought to the sub- 
ject.

IB important that power, be 


given to the school department or to 
the board of health to enforce the nec- 
essary physical standards and see that 
the children may not continue to suffer 
from the neglect of both teachers and

Mr. Carstens, general agent of the

with Us unfortunates and 
its 
ctclin- 


uuents. We seek to protect the child 
from the stigma of pauperism so that 
it may not suffer all its life from the 
consequences of dependence. We seek 
to remove the child of vagabonds and 
hopeless idlers so that It may grow up 
self-reliant and contribute to the coun- 
try's betterment. Wo seek to prevent 
dellnquence in the adult by protecting 
hoys and girls from prison associations. 
In all these and many, other'ways tve 
give recognition to the fact that work 
with the child and the youth is para- 
mount. It is the telling argument that 
is used before legislatures for increased 
appropriations; it is the slogan in fin- 
ancial campaigns of our altruistic or- 
ganizations, and it is the hope of the 
state and nation in successfully com- 
bating various forms .of entrenched 
evil. 
Theory.,and practice, however, 


are not always 'in accord. 
While w 


believe in work for the child, we havo 
developed no thorough-going method of 
protection and care. 


While it is universally believed that 


a child'sho'iild be'b'rought up In a fam- 
ily, many normal children are ftill keot 
in institutions until they are well along 


their teens. Many children who aio 


in the care of public officials in Massa- 
chusetts are not given the standard of 
care that could be accorded to them If 
they were uniler the supervision of the 


parents 
Our schools arc teaching good 


morals, but most of them are not 
equipped to see that the social rela- 
tions of the pupils, both in school and 
on their way home, are 
right. It is 


necessary that each high school be par- 
ticularly equipped 
with a woman of 


high character and wholesome disposi- 
tion who would have as her principal 
function the safeguarding of the mor- 
als of boys and girls in the school.

Additional provision must bo made 


for the feeble-minded in- institutions, 
but what is most of all needed is a 
thorough-going 
community 
plan 
by 


which the state assumes a responsibil- 
ity for those who cannot protect them- 
selves. A staff of supervisors is needed 
who will follow the feeble-minded chil- 
dren from the special classes out ininj 
Die community, providing them with 
advice, guidance and if necessary sec- 
ing that institutional care is given 
them. In some such way we may hope 
to supplement our state institutions by

Child Welfare Problem 


"In the solution of the problem ot 


regardless of the shame to the parents 
or the stigma 
of commitment which 


time could never remove or eradicate. 
In place of such a method we have to- 
day that splendid system of probation 
which, while open to development, has 
already proved to be a boon to many 
a 
child and at 
the 
same time has 


wrought changes more impressive and 
effective than even penal discipline or 
punitive confinement. For many a child 
the first offence will be his last, and 
the mere fact of his being apprehended 
Is a punishment, and If only he ha 
given a chance he will never again 
trifle with the dignity of the law. 


"How well this policy has succeeded 


in Lowell may be seen from a glance at 


1 figures. From the first of Feb- 


ruary. 1915, until the flvst of February. 
1916. there were 121 cases before the 
juvenile court; of that number 65 were 
disposed of in a protective manner; US 
were placed on probation and 31 wore 
pent away. 
Only 10 out of IIS broke 


their probation. From the flrst of Feb- 
ruary. 1916, to tho flrst of October of 
this year, 24S cases have been the ob- 
ject of the court's attention; of this 
number 100 have been placed on pro- 
bation and 27 have been sent away; 
115 have broken 
the terms of their 


probation; tho remaining number were 
handled in a protective manner. Dur- 
ing all this period, from Feb. 1, 1915, 
only six or seven cases have been sent 
away to the stale minor wards; all of 
the other cases have been taken care of 
(I refer to Catholic children) through 
the efforts of the Knights ot Columbus

It 
feeds an average of 150 people through 
July, August and September, in addi- 
tion to which we probably feed 50 peo- 
ple or more from such vegetables as 
arc ready lo cat in June, and-we also 
carry over in the fall bushels of car- 
rots, beetg and other roots for the 
ioUoxvIng spring, as well as for the 
use of three families connected with 
the management during 
the 'winter. 


The cost was 90 days' labor, 12 loads 
of sUble manure, 600 pounds of com- 
mercial fertilizer (for $12) and $20 
worth of seel, total $236, At the whole- 
sale prices these would have cost $3Jl," 
This result.seems incredible, hut as far 
as possible I have verified It myself 
and the proprietors arc most reliable 
people.

each acre, the state of Texas alone, if 
cultivated on the French plan, would 
produce enough to support llvo times 
the present population of the* United 
Ktntc-s, or twice Mr. Pinchot'a estimat- 
ed 2SO,OQO.OQO.

elation Eo us if %\'e could be informed 
of the. amount that our school commit- 
tees have been willing to pay for such 
an important service, and it Is no small 
wonder that in many towns and cities 
inspectors give little time and teachers 
and parents little thought to the sub- 
ject. 
It is Important that power be 


given to the school department or to

present all departments of

city, town and stato dealing with prob- 
lems of child welfare are 
specifically 


limited by law to certain tasks, and 
there is no agency that has for its duty 
the study of results in child welfare, 
the consideration of next steps and tho 
preparation of needed legislation. This 
state in common with others needs a 
department specially charged with the 
above duties. The Massachusetts state 
board of charity has a division of mi- 
nor wards with a large staff of visit-

"Whetber.it is a case, of a delinquent 


or a neglected child, the home must he 
approached with tact_and discretion. .As 
the visit of the worker Is defended on 
the score of charity and has for its ob- 
ject the betterment and elevation of a 
fellow creature, care must always bo 
taken to disarm suspicion and to prove 
that no ulterior motive is in view save 
:he immediate rescue or relief of the 
one burdened or afflicted. 
Far too 


often has it happened that, under the 
guise of pure charity, interests sonie- 
ivhat1 foreign have intruded and in tho 
end have spoiled the -impression origin- 
ally gained and have hampered wider 
diffusion of a charitable influence. 
To 


gain the. confidence of the parents and 
to make them feel that they have found 
a genuine friend, one whoso so'e motive 
is to help them, is most essential for 
progress.
